COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


BIRTHS 

In  1952,  200  children  v/er e  born  compared  with  310  in  1951 • 

Six  Stillbirths  were  rocordc  I  in  1952  compared  with  six  in  1951  and  seven  in 
1950.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  12*99  per  1,000  estimated  home  population. 
By  applying  the  comparability  factor  of  1.16,  the  standardised  birth  rate 
was  I5.O6. 

DEATHS 


27 3  persons  died  in  1952  compared  with  300  the  previous  yoar, 
of  these  273,  136  men,  137  women,  164  were  over  70  years  of  age. 

The  crude  death  rate  was  12,66  per  1,000  estimated  homo  population. 

By  applying  the  comparability  factor  of  0.75,  the  standardised  death  rato 
was  9*50. 

The  comparability  factor  is  worked  out  for  each  district  by  tho 
Registrar  General,  Tho  purpose  of  this  factor  is  to  level  out  differences  of 
age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  tho  various  districts  and  enables 
more  accurate  comparisons  to  bo  made  of  birth  and  doath  rates  in  other  areas. 

There  wore  no  deaths  from  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  moasles, 
scarlot  fever,  meningococcal  infections,  nor  from  poliomyelitis. 

There  were  no  natornal  deaths.

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AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.

County  Council,  operating  from  the  Civic  Centre,  Winbornc,  and  fron  Forndcwn* 
A  day  and  night  service  is  maintained. 

HJBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORIES. 

The  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Dorchester  and  Boscombe  havo 
givon  the  district  vory  generous  service c  They  undertake  the  examination  of 
specimens  for  the  diagnosis  of  cases  or  suspected  carriers  of  any  infectious 
disease,  and  tho  bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk,  ice  cream  otc. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES. 

Tho  Dorset  County  Council  provide  an  Infant  Wolf are  Centro  onco  a  week  in 
Yfinborno,  twice  a  month  in  Fcrndown  and  Verwood,  and  once  a  month  at 
Sixpenny  Handley.

SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRd\MSTANCES~^F  THE  /REA. 


Tho  Bournemouth  and  District  Water  Company,  being  statutory  water 
undertakers  for  part  of  the  Rural  District,  supply  the  parishes  of  Colohill, 
Hanproston,  West  Phrley  and  part  of  Pamphill.  Tho  completion  of  main 

extensions  in  these  have  provided  a  supply  of  wholesome  water  in  pipes  to  all 
parts  of  tho  Company's  area  whore  it  could  bo  provided  at  reasonable  cost. 


Corfo  Mullon,  Shapwick  and  Sturminster  Marshall  are  within  the 
Statutory  area  of  the  Borough  of  Poolo.  Tho  majority  of  the  houses  in  the  Parish 
of  Corfo  Mullen  are  supplied  with  piped  water.  Tho  completion  of  tho  extension 
to  Mill  Street,  Corfo  Mullen,  has  been  hold  up  owing  to  non-dolivory  of  pipes, 
but  it  is  understood  tho  work  will  be  commenced  at  an  early  date. 


The  development  of  Poole's  new  source  of  supply  is  progressing.  This  will 
enable  pipod  supplies  to  bo  afforded  to  all  properties  in  tho  developed  areas  of 
Shapwick  and  Sturminster  Marshall. 


Small  extensions  of  mains  to  moot  housing  needs  have  been  carried  out 
at  Aldorholt  and  Verwood,  Much  more  progress  was  made  in  main  laying  by  diroct 
labour  during  tho  year  under  review,  theroby  increasing  the  pipod  area  of  supply 
in  the  parishes  of  Aldorholt  and  Cranborno  and  affording  piped  water  to  part  of 
Edmondsham.  Water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  West  Hants  Water  Co.,  to  supply 
Alderholt,  a  deep  borehole  adequately  supplies  Cranborno,  whilst  Verwood  is  partly 
foci  flteom  springs  on  Boveridge  Heath,  Verwood,  and  during  the  summer  months 
partly  from  a  bulk  supply  taken  from  the  West  Hants  Water  Company  s  mams  at 

Three  Legged  Cross. 

Tho  completion  of  the  "link  up"  of  mains  between  Cranborno  and  Alderholt, 
which  it  is  hoped  to  complete  ro:: '  year,  will  permit  the  maximum  amount  of  water  to 
bo  taken  from  the  Council's  own  source  at  Cranborno  with  a  corresponding  reduction 
in  bulk  purchase  of  water  at  Alderholt. 

During  1952,  tho  booster  equipment  and  tho  above  averago  yields  from  tho 
springs  on  tho  heath  at  Verwood,  enabled  the  bulk  supply  of  water  taken  at  Three 
Cross,  to  be  kept  to  reasonable  limits  for  the  second  year  in  succession. 
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Private  piped  supplies  serve  the  majority  of  the  properties  in  the 
parishes  of  Hinton  Martell,  Long  Crichel,  Moor  Grichel  and  Witchampton. 
Unsatisfactory  reports  on  samples  taken  from  the  sources  at  Hinton  Martell  and 
Witchampton  were  received  but  improvement  was  noted  after  cleansing  and 
chlorinating  the  source,  reservoir  and  supply  pipes  at  Witchampton,  and  by 
fencing  off  a  larger  area  around  the  source  and  chlorinating  the  storage  tahk 
and  supply  pipes  at  Hinton  Martell,  These  private  sources  will,  however, 
bo  abandoned,  and  the  areas  supplied,  either  in  bulk  or  direct  from  the  Council* s 
Regional  Scheme  when  this  comes  into  operation. 

The  approximate  population  with  piped  water  available  is  15,000,  whilst 
7,000  or  more  persons  are  dependent  on  shallow  wells  or  stored  rainwater. 

617  properties  are  supplied  with  piped  water  at  Verwood,  130  properties 
at  Cranborne  and  176  at  Alderholt.  All  have  water  laid  on  to  the  houses  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  temporary  structures  at  Verwood  and  cottages  at  Alderholt, 
which  are  served  by  standpipes  on  sito.

Throughout  the  year  50  per  cent  of  samples  should  fall  into  Claso  1,  GO  per-cent 
should  not  fall  below  Glass  2;  and  the  remainder  should  not  fall  below  Claoo  3. 
In  chlorinated  piped  supplies  the  water  should  fall  into  Class  1. 
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DRAINAGE  AMD  SEWERAGE 
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In  April  tho  Cranborne  Sewerage  Disposal  Plant  was  formally  opened. 
Progross  in  connecting  properties  to  the  new  sewers  has  been  very  slow. 

Owing  to  tho  high  underground  water  table  and  occasional  flooding  in  tho 
village  of  West  Moors  drainage  troubles  are  frequent  and  very  difficult  to 
overcome*  Tho  Council  was  advised  that  this  scheme  and  similar  small  schemes  in 
Verwood,  Corfe  Mullen  and  Stuminster  Marshall  would  have  to  remain  in  abeyance 
for  some  years. 

The  postponement  of  main  drainago  schemes  renders  the  work  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  increasingly  difficult  when  dealing  with  complaints  arising 
from  unsatisfactory  drainago.  In  many  instances  thero  is  no  remedy  except  main 
drainago,  the  heavy  nature  of  tho  sub-soil  coupled  in  many  places  with  high 
underground  water  table  make  irrigation  methods  impracticable  for  long  periods. 

This  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  is  causing  concern  as  increasing 
development  is  occurring  in  areqs  where  drainage  is  very  unlikely  to  be 
satisfactory. 


SCAVENGING 


Owing  to  the  loss  of  market  for  waste  paper  and  cardboard,  the  amount 
tipped  during  the  year  has  increased.  The  drop  in  revenue  from  the  sales  of 
salvage  has  increased  the  not  cost  of  the  refuse  collection  sorvice  and  an 
improvement  in  the  market  seems  unlikely. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Rodent  Operator  has  continued  to  give  useful  service  throughout  the 
year.  The  infestations  of  rats  found  in  dwelling  houses  and  business  properties 
have  been  light,  no  major  infestation  has  occurred.  It  has  been  found  that  thero

It  is  suggested  that 
over  a  six-monthly  period,  50  per  cent  of  a  vendor's  samples  sho.ild  fall  into 
Grade  1,  GO  per  cent  into  Grades  1  and  2,  not  more  than  20  per  cent  into  grade  3, 
@.nd  none  into  Grade  4. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 


At  present  there  is  no  slaughter  house  operating  within  the  Rural 
District.  By  1954  it  is  anticipated  the  Ministry  of  Food  will  have  completed 
building  a  large  abattoir  at  Uddens.  Work  began  on  the  site  in  December. 

The  opening  of  this  abattoir  will  necessitate  the  appointment  of  a 
number  of  neat  inspectors.  It  is  very  important  the  number  should  be  sufficient 
to  enable  each  carcass  to  be  adequately  insxDectcd.
